malice, revenge, or any other vicious paf’ 
ficn ! Take care then, my good linie 
matters and milfes, wdiatever you do, take 
care, I fay, that you govern your pallions. 

There are iimny other pictures in the 
gallery, which are well executed, and as 
inftru&:ive as thofe we have been defcrib- 
ing. But there are two in particular, 
which I mutt not omit. The firtt of them 
is a fine one of Matter Alhoorthy * a young 
gentleman of fuch wonderful accompiifli-
